It expressed tb e hope that tte 
staggering statistics will flash a 
go-slow signal to motorists in tb e 
New Year weekend.

The old record for traffic death 
■during any holiday period was es­ 
tab lished during the longer four- 
day celeb ration in 1952. It was 556. 
The 1955 Christmas weekend also 
set a new record for the numb er 
of accidental deaths of all type» 
during a three-day Christmas per­ 
iod. The former record was es­ 
tab lished in 1950. It was 734. 
T he counting period for 
the 
C^hristmas weekend this year b e­ 
gan at 6 p.m. Friday and ended 
at midnight Monday. It is reckoned 
as three days, although the actual 
time was 78 hours. 
The all-time record for acciden­ 
tal deaths of all types w-as set in 
the three-day Independence Day 
holiday period thii year. The total

The National Safety Council had 
predicted 560 Americans would b e 
killed in motor mishaps during the 
1955 Christmas holiday period.

“Sixteen Tons’’ makes a good song 
but certainly doesn’t give the p rop er 
imp ression about conditions in modern 
mines which have undergone revolu­ 
tionary changes with p ower taking the 
p lace of muscle; and the coal miner be- 


coming one of the highest p aid indus­ 
trial workers in the nation. 
Today’s miner is not a laborer but a 
highly skilled machine op erator. 
Pro­ 
gress has been p henomenal in easing 
the miners’ burden and at the same time 
making it p ossible for coal to comp ete 
with other fuels, tailored to fit the needs 
of every class of consumer from large 
industrial boiler to small home furnace. 
The p rediction that coal as a fuel is 
fading out of the p icture is a misconcep ­ 
tion in describing p resent day mining 
methods. 
Coal is a basic fuel and will 
be here for a long time to come, even 
sup p lementing atomic p ower. 
Now that the Christmas music is over, 
and “Sixteen Tons,” will be back on the 
air, listen to and ap p reciate the tune, 
but don’t let it make you feel sorry for 
the miners. 
Miners don’t want you to feel sorry 
for them. They’d rather you know them 
as skilled workers who would p refer 
you buy coal so they can op erate the 
machines to p rovide it for you and keep 
them in a job that is not like old-time 
“sixteen ton” drudgery, at low p ay.

WASHINGTON—Col. “Rip ” Rohr, the com­ 
mander of some 6,000 men and three women 
at this base, is something of an Arctic en­ 
thusiast, He claims he likes the weather. 
“We have no disease,” he p oints out. “It’s 
too cold. The cold kills all germs, so we have 
no mump s, measles or any of the other dis­ 
eases that trouble you p eop le hack home. 
‘Of course,” he added, “we’ll p robably have 
some after you leave. 
You’ve undoubtedly 
brought some germs with you. But our hos­ 
p ital is only about half full and most of the 
p atients are suftering from sp rained ankles, 
broken legs or other accidents. 
Colonel Rohr went on to exp lain that the 
colony of Eskimos which had lived at Thule 
before the Air Force took over had to be trans­ 
p lanted about a hundred miles away so they 
wouldn’t come into contact with the diseases 
of modern civilization. No American p erson­ 
nel are allowed to go near them. 
“They've built up no immunity against our 
typ e of diseases,” the colonel exp lained, “and 
a slight case of the mump s or measles might 
kill them.”

American p ersonnel are also p rohibited from 
hunting seals, Arctic foxes and p olar bears. 
They are getting scarce and are reserved only 
for the Greenlanders, the name ap p lied to p eo­ 
p le of mixed Eskimo and other blood. 
The full-blooded Eskimos are getting scarce, 
too, incidentally, with only about a hundred 
living on the northern tip of Greenland. The 
total p op ulation on 
Greenland 
is only about 
2.5,000, chiefly Danes and Greenlanders. 
Yet 
Greenland is three 
times as big as 
Texas. 
American p ersonnel on Greenland, 
most of 
which is in the south, now totals almost half 
of the native p op ulation. 
Relations between Denmark and the United 
States have been so friendly that many p eop le 
forget Greenland is Danish, and that our troop s 
are p resent only at the courtesy and invitation 
of the Danish government, as p art of Denmark’s 
contribution to NATO. 
The Danish liaison officer at Thule, Comdr. 
Oria Jensen, is consulted on all major mat­ 
ters by the American commander, and it’s a 
tribute to American-Danish coop eration that 
they work as a p erfect team. Commander Jen­ 
sen, with whom I visited at dinner, went out 
of his way to tell me how much he enjoyed 
working uith his American collegaues. 
Likevusu in Labrador 
and 
Newfoundiaid, 
American troop s are p resent only at the In­ 
vitât on and courtesy of the Canadian govern­ 
ment.

evening, also p ermits any man on the base 
to come to see him p rivately on Thursdays to 
discuss any comp laint or p ersonal p roblem. 
Every night the Thule TV station carries the 
top television shows, sent from the United 
States on film, while the enlisted men’s club, 
the base gymnasium, and hobby shop help to 
kill time. The hobby shop , in charge of Sgt. 
LeRoy Bancroft of Flint, Mich., has a fine 
array of woodworking tools, p hotograp hic m a­ 
terials with dark room, leather-making tools, 
modeling and p ainting materials. 
The enlisted men also op erate a telep hone 
radio “Mars” to the United States, thanks in 
large p art to a ham radio op erator, Ted Dil- 
lenbach of Slingersland, N. Y. All day Satur­ 
day and Sunday and most every evening, Dil- 
lenbach sits beside his radio, gets incoming 
calls from Greenland, relaying them by tele­ 
p hone to the wives, mothers, and relatives of 
Air Force men at Thule. He is p robably the 
greatest friend airmen up near the North Pole 
have. 


Arctic Educa tio n 


Education standards are high in the Arctic 
Air Force—65 p er cent with high school dip lo­ 
mas, 50 p er cent with some 
co lleg e work— 
which p uts over half the 6,000 men at Thule 
in that category. Of the balance, 1,135 are 
taking University of Maryland or U.S. Armed 
Forces studies—which is p retty good. 


The University of Maryland sends a rotation 
of 12 instructors up to the p olar area to teach 
a variety of 20 different courses. By taking 
enough of these courses, a serviceman can 
finally graduate and receive a full-fledged di­ 
p loma from the University or from the Armed 
Forces Institute. 


The officers resp onsible for morale, in addi­ 
tion to the base commanders, are Col. Ralp h 
L. Stevenson, of Ponca City, Okla., in command 
of Air Force Sp ecial Services; and Lt. Col. 
George Lee Jesse of Versailles, Ky., in charge 
of Sp ecial Services in Greenland, Labrador and 
Newfoundland. 
Both are dedicated men. When our p lane left 
New York on the last leg of the journey to 
Washington, I was exhausted and trying to 
sleep . But I could hear these two officers dis­ 
cussing the question of more education, 
a new 
gymnasium at Goose Bay, more entertainment 
for the troop s. They hashed over their p rob­ 
lems until we dep laned in the early hours of 
dawn in Washington. That is one reason why 
morale is high among our watchers of the 
Arctic night near the North Pole.

underrated in the field he staked 
out for himself on his trip s abroad: 
getting good will for Russia. 
He made a double ap p eal on his 
trip to Asia: in oneway to the lead­ 
ership , in a.sother to the broad 
masses of the p eop le. 
In his wholesale blasts at the 
West in India and Burma, and in 
his distortions of history, he was 
not ap p ealing to the intellectual 
leadership but to the uneducated 
masses.

When nature exp oses the skin 
to cold temp eratures the blood 
vessels near the surface of the 
body contract. This is one of na­ 
ture's defenses against too much 
cooling since it lessens the amount 
of blood coming in contact with 
the cold, and thus chilling the 
entire body. 
There are p roblems, however, 
connected with this p rocess. If 
severe cold continues, it may lead 
to frostbite which has always been 
a terrible p roblem for arctic ex­ 
p lorers, for those exp osed to ex­ 
treme cold by their occup ations, 
and for military forces engaged 
in op erations in frigid regions of 
the earth’s surface. 
In ordinary civilian life, where 
p eop le can take shelter easily and 
are dressed for cold weather, it 
is less often a p roblem, though 
every winter brings its toll of 
frostbite victims. 
The tip of the nose, the ears, 
the fingers, and the toes are p ar­ 
ticularly likely to be frostbitten. 
Frostbite may come on slowly 
or suddenly—the latter esp ecially 
if the wind is high. 
A stinging 
feeling may be p resent at first in 
the exp osed p art, followed by a 
p leasant numbness often without 
any p ain. Sometimes frostbite is 
discovered only by a feeling of 
stiffness or the noticing of a wh/.- 
ish ap p earance of the p art. 
When a frostbitten area begins 
to thaw, swelling develop s and 
the skin becomes p ink. In severe 
cases, red <m* p urp le blisters filled 
with serum or blood may ap p ear. 
After the frozen p art has thawed 
it may remain cold and lack feel­ 
ing, later becoming swollen and 
p urp le. Death of the tissues may 
set in and the involved p art sep a­ 
rate from the rest of the body 
and fall off. 
When frostbite does occur thaw­ 
ing should be done gradually in 
cool air or cold water.

WASHINGTON 
- I t is p ossible 
that monsters and freaks, incap ­ 
able of rep roducing themselves, 
will be the only and last humans 
to enjoy the envisioned 
age of 
atomic p lenty. 
The 
p revailing 
assump tion 
is 
that atomic ener.gy will be a bless­ 
ing for mankind if nuclear war­ 
fare is averted. But there is a 
cloud on the horizon. 
Radio-active living may affect 
human rep roduction. And it may 
affect adversely unless controlled. 
Actually, this is an area in which 
there are great gap s in our know­ 
ledge. But so imp ortant is the p rob­ 
lem, that it has been assigned the 
highest 
p riority 
.by 
the 
World 
Health Organization. And 
recent 
issues of the Bulletin of the Atomic 
Scientists 
have 
carried 
articles 
which. It is hop ed, will imp ress 
the imp ortance and magnitude of 
the p r ob l e m on 
the 
p ublic 
concience. 
Everyone knows that the late.st 
sup er bombs have a second p unch. 
It is quiet, sinister, invisible. The 
bang p roduce a radio-active ma­ 
terial. Long after the sound of the 
exp losion, this material sinks to 
the earth. If it is sufficiently hot. 
in terms of radio-activity, it kills. 
Those exp osed sicken and die. 
Ivength of exp osure and intensity 
of radiation are the factors that 
determine the danger. It is the 
amount of radiation the body Is 
exp osed to that accounts for the 
damage. There Is a les’cl below 
which no bodily damage occurs. 
Rep eated exp o.sure to doses below 
the lethal level will have no cumu­ 
lative effect on living human.s. 
It may affect future generations. 
If ionizing radiation reaches the 
rep roductive organ.' gt'nc muta­ 
tions are indi)< **d. Even the lowest 
dase changes genes, and thiLs may 
affect the characteristics of a i hild 
still unliorn. AL<o the imp act of 


radiation on the rep roductive sys 
tern is cumulative. The result will 
be the same whether the amount 
of radiation is absorbed in fiv4 
minutes or five years. And the 
damage once done, cannot be un­ 
done. <The body itself can recover 
from non-lethal radiation damage.) 
Even before the atomic age man­ 
kind was exp osed 
to radiation- 
from rocks, from cosmic rays. And 
this radiation p robably affected re­ 
p roduction. Now the radiation level 
is rising, and will rise more In 
the future. The wa.stes from atomic 
p lants are radio-active. Television 
sets emit radiation. And each time 
a new atomic or hydrogen exp lo­ 
sive is tested, the radiation level 
rises. (It may fall back again, be­ 
cause some of the substance cre­ 
ated by the exp loion of 
a sup ir- 
bomb have a short radio-active 
life.) So the likelihood 
of more 
gene mutations is increased. Or so 
it would seem. 
According to p resent theory, the 
United States could be regarded 
as a gene p ool. 
The genes, of 
course, are carried by the p op u­ 
lation. The 
number of 
changed 
genes always tends to ri.se. But 
this tendency is offset by a con­ 
tinuing loss of changed genes, be­ 
cause their carriers are less likely 
to rep roduce. 
It is p o.ssiblc that the changed 
genes could increase faster than 
they die out if the level of radia­ 
tion to which we are exp osed ro.se 
high enough. And if that hap p ened, 
the characteristics of the p op ula­ 
tion might be changed. It is even 
p< -.sible that the p op ulation would 
b e incap able of rep roducing itself. 
No one is quite sure how much 
more radio-activity we can stand. 
Nor do the scientists have a sura 
grasp of the mechanics of muta­ 
tions. .Nor do they know enough 
about p rotective devices and sub­ 
stances. 
But they are sure that more must 
be learned about the p roblem be­ 
fore radio-active 
living becomes 
more so.

snow over the frostbitten p art is 
now COTisidered dangerous. 
Nothing warmer than the heat 
of the body should be'Vied. and 
a p erson who has been recently 
frostbitten should not go ne^r a 
fire or into a heated room until 
the circulation has been thorough­ 
ly restored. 
After thawing the skin is weak 
for a while and there is sp ecial 
danger of causing infection 
by 
rubbing. Recently, excellent re­ 
sults in treatment of acute frost­ 
bite 
with 
substances 
delaying 
blood coagulation have been re­ 
p orted. Such m ea^res, however, 
must be used only by a p hysician. 
Prevention of frostbite is worth 
any amount of treatment. Those 
who cannot avoid exp osure to dan­ 
gerous cold air or water should 
try to arrange for frequent rests 
under shelter. The clothing xs high­ 
ly imp otant; 
great p rogre.ss in 
develop ing clothing for p rotection 
against cold has been achieved 
by the military forces.

Before you plan your next year’s 
poultry operation take a look at

Those who have the job of looking 
Into the future are predicting that 
prices will b e u p slig htly for eg g s, 
and costs will be down a little. 
Income over feed cost fpr the 
averag e farm flock in ML^soun, 
should he near normal or about 
$2 per hen. 
It’s e.stimated that the number 
of hens and pullets on farms at 
the heg inning of ibe year will be 
about á per cant le ^ than a year 
ag o Many of these hens are year­ 
ling hens that have been held 
rsver from the 1955 laiing y?ar. 
Since we n n expect slig htly few- 
er eg g s from ♦he'^e hens, it would

It is very difficult to predict 
what broiler prices will be in 1956 
but from all indications it looks 
like we will have a record or 
near record hig h in production. 
The broiler industry is g eared to 
a hig h level production and there 
will be pressure to use it to its 
full capacity in 1 ^ . Prices are 
expected to be lower than 1955 
but since feed cost is also ex­ 
pected to be lower, total net prof­ 
its may not be too much different 
than 1955. 
Turkej’ production is likely to 
increase beyond the record year 
of 1954, Prices this year have 
been 
g enerally 
favorable 
with 
g rowers averag ing from $l-$2 per 
bird. When this happanis, there 
is likely to be a g reater incentive 
for g rowers to increase their tur­ 
key numbers and for new g rowers 
to g et into the business. Because 
of the pospeclive larg er .supplies, 
prices are likely to averag e lower 
next year. The number of turkey 
breeding flocks carried over is 
another indication that supplies 
will be larg er next year. 
In view of the outlook for poul­ 
try in 1956. you should order your 
chicks early this year, order the 
same number you have in the 
past, and pay particularly close 
attention to the strain of birds 
you are g etting . Give some thoug ht 
to the system of feeding you are 
using and do everything you can 
to reduce feed cost. Where home 
g rown g rains are available, the 
use of concentrate and self-feed­ 
ing of g rain will help reduce feed 
cost. Also, locate a g ood g raded 
eg g market and g et an averag e 
price of five to seven cents more 
per dozen for your eg g s by pro­ 
ducing top quality eg g s.

It wouldn’t be wise or practical 
to start the construction of a barn, 
house or any building without first 
drawing a blueprint. Neither is it 
practical to plan the farming en­ 
terprise without including a blue­ 
print of the Family Living Plan. 
Some of the needs the family 
should think about in making their 
plans are: (a) 
Plenty of g ood 
wholesome food for family health. 
(b> clothing suitable for family 
needs, (c) a home that is com­ 
fortable, convenient and attractive, 
well equipped and furnished, <d) 
provisions for the health needs of 
all family members, (e) transpor­ 
tation. <n personal development 
for all members of the family, 
(g ) recreation and participation in 
community activities and (h) fi­ 
nancial security. 
From the summary of records 
kept in Pettis County the averag e 
farm family spent $2,600 for family 
living which includes 
the 
items 
mentioned above. If the family liv­ 
ing expenses represents ^4* to 1-3 
of the g ross income, then these 
families should have taken in $8,000 
to $10,000 annually. 
The averag e family spent $500 
for food purchased from the store. 
This did not include the fruit and 
veg etables raised in the g arden nor 
the milk, eg g s and meat produced 
on the farm. No doulH there is 
room for improvement in this item 
alone. 
Every farm family has thrw re­ 
sources, land, labor and capital or 
income, with which they combine 
to obtain the income to carry on 
the farm operating and the family 
living expenses. One factor that 
immensely effects the amount of 
income is the skill or manag ement 
ability of family in applying these 
three resources. 
The farm family can Increase 
tlwir income by: 
increasing the 
farm business or by better man­ 
ag ement. Since it’s not always 
possible to expand the business 
then we must turn to better man­ 
ag ement 
The amount of money the family 
has to spend may be larg e or small 
and varies from nKmth to month. 
Having money may still not pro­ 
vide what the family wants most 
out of life. It takes planning and 
working tog ether to g et results. 
For these reasons the Farm 
Family Living Plan is bemg work­ 
ed into one of the g roup meeting s 
wOh th e members of the Farm 
and Home Planning Association. 
The above picture is a typical 
meeting in which the folks are 
drawing a blue print of their Fam­ 
ily Living needs. 
.A small income can g o a long 
way by careful planning .

Beef cowi can be roug hed cheap­ 
ly throug h the winter but there 
are some critical needs in a ration. 
You need to furnish enoug li nu­ 
trients for the cow to produce a 
calf, have adequate milk to nour­ 
ish it, and then breed to produce 
a calf ag ain in 11 or 12 months. 
These requirements can be met 
in many ways with many feeds. 
If some g ood g rass pasture could 
be saved for winter each year, 
possible no feed would be needed 
until late December or January. 
For dry beef cows that are to 
calve in late winter or early spring , 
the winter ration should provide 
about two pounds of air-dry feec 
for each 100 pounds of body weig ht 
or about 20 pounds of air-dry feed 
for a 1.000 pound dry beef cow. 
The standard Missouri - produced 
g rass bays, such as timothy, or 
chard g rass, fescue, and other 
hays, are g ood feeds if they are 
supplemented by some source of 
protein, either by five pounds of a 
leg ume hay or one pound of a 40 
per cent protein supplement. 
The dr>' roug hag es also include 
corn, 
cane, 
and 
sorg o 
fodder. 
These feeds are satisfactory dry 
roug hag es if they are supplement 
ed with either a leg ume hay or 
a protein supplement. 
These feeds can be full fed if 
there is an adequate supply but if 
the supply is limited, then the hays 
need to be fed at about the rate 
mentioned above. 
For example, if a cow has ac­ 
cess to stacked hay and is allowed 
five pounds of g ood quality leg ume 
hay, she should be adequately 
nourished as far as protein and 
vitamins are concerned. 
If no leg ume hay is available, 
one pound of a 4 0 per cent protein 
supplement can be used instead. In 
this case, the hay needs to have 
some g reen color to it or the cow 
may suffer vitamon A deficiency.

The g rass, leg ume, and some 
small g rain silag es usually have 
plenty of protein but may be lack­ 
ing in enoug h dig estible nutrients 
to g et the desired flesh on the 
cows before calving . 
When g ood quality silag e with a 
g reen color is fed, there is not 
much dang er of a vitamin A de­ 
ficiency. 
A simple minerr.1 mix composed 
of two parts feeding bonemeal and 
one part salt is all that is required 
in Missouri and is cheap insurance 
ag ainst a shortag e o: minerals in 
the feed. 
External parasites or lice are 
found on many Missouri cow herds 
in winter. The recommended meth­ 
od of treating has been 'spraying 
with DDT but this requ ir^ expen­ 
sive equipment. Last winter the 
University beef cow herd at Co­ 
lumbia was protected from lice by 
the use of a backrubber charg ed 
with a 5 per cent solution of 
chlordane. This has been used only 
one winter but .it seemed to g ive 
g ood results.
